In order to savo electricity 
for peak load hours It is planned 
to build a new type of powar 
stations — tha air storage sta- 
tions— In this country. The Lc- 
nlngradsky Melalllchosky Zavod 
association has now completed e 
design for standard equipment 
(or such stations: compressors 

ensuring compression ol up to 
60 atmospheres and 350 mega- 
watt gas turbines. 

Working In pair with largo 
thermal or atomic power stations 
Ihe n»»w station will make use 
of nighttime surplus electricity 


to pump air under high pres- 
sure Into underground reser- 
voirs or up to a million cu m In 
volume. In iho daytime this air, 
healed by organic fuel, will 
turn the blades of the turbines. 

Experts belle vo that the con- 
struction of air storage stations 
as well as ot hydro pumped stor- 
age stations, which employ a 
similar principle, will bo cheaper 
than the commissioning of extra 
back-up capacities at thermal 
stations whoso (loxlblo turbines 
are only designed to work at 
hours of peak load.

damage to the economies of 
many countries. 

Claude Cheysson noted tho 
special Interest among the 
EEC countries In fostering eco- 
nomic Unis with the socialist 
countries.

It 
became dear that the tesla bad 
been carried out hot only tn the 
USA but also la a Montreal 
mental hospital. 

More than 50 Canadian cit- 
izens were subjected lo the

hospital for the test results 
aimed at discovering possibil- 
ities for manipulating the human 
brain. Many of the CIA “guinea 
pigs" have remained disabled 
for life.

In the 
Bzybsky Mountain Range, in 
the Caucasus, they have disco- 
vered a cave more than 1,400 
metres deep. 

Tile speleologists set out 
from the Mezhetmy cave whose 
entrance lies on e slope of the 
Bzybsky Range above the 
1,200-metie deep Snezhnaya 
cave which up to now has been 
regarded os the deepest In this 
country. 

The first stage of the descent 
down the cave lasted for nearly 


4G hours. There was hardly 
space lo put up a tiny tont. 

At a depth of 570 metres, lha 
spoleologisis came upon an un- 
derground river which penetra- 
ted still fuilhor into the moun- 
tain via a huge barrier of boul- 
ders. Alter great effort they 
managed to open up a narrow 
passage at the end of which 
they found a fabulously beauti- 
ful hall which could accommo- 
date wllh ease St Isaac's Ca- 
thedral in Leningrad. 

The overall depth of the 
newly discovered cave Is only 
70 incites less than the Jean 
Bernard cavern In the French 
Alps, the largest tn the world.

AN 'OVEN' 

IN THE PACIFIC 

The Kuinamiotsky Trough In 
lha Nuith Pacific Is a unique 
hot spot on the globe. Tho 
amount of heat which escapes 
hero lo the Earth's surface Is 
much grenler than that at the 
Kamchatka Peninsula famous Tor 
its volcanoes, geysers and hot 
springs. 

The volcanologists who ex- 
plored lire trough believe the 
heat escape here Is five times 
lhal ol adlacent areas. 

Tills Is Indicative of a thin 
lithosphere, which Includes tha 
Earth's crust and part ol the up- 
per mantle. At a depth of be- 
tween eight and twelve kilo- 
metres, matter Is heated lo a 
temperature of 1.000-1,200°C, 
whereas in Kamchatka such 
temperatures are characteristic . 
of depths of 35-40 kilometres. 
From the geothermal data ona 
can see that the astheaosphere, 
the deeper mantle, Is cloaei lo 
the surface in this part of the 
globe than elsewhere, and has a 
lower density, is less viscose 
and consequently, mare mobile 
ft Is quits possible that this Is 
the reason for the ocean floor 
spread at this point causing 
large fissures, or rifts, lo open 
up.

USSR agriculture: 
CHANGES 
IN INVESTMENT 
POLICY 

Anatoly KOSYNKIN, 
Cand. Sc. (Economics) 

From 19ZB to 1082 tbe USSR 
invested In agriculture 566,000 
mil lion roubles and ol this 
amount 458,500 million roubles 
were Invested over the post 17 
years. These luveslineifts will 
continue lo grow in Uie future 
as well, but In vestment policy 
priorities are changing sub- 
stantially. 

Before the 80s the idea wbb 
to so! up a reliable zualorlul 
and technical basts for agricul- 
ture In ilia Soviet Union. Today 
this aim has been achieved; Ihe 
liuslc production assets for a«- 
riciiFlurc are no./ estimated al 
272,000 million roubles, and 
energy available for (he coun- 
tryside amounts to Q8Q mlt- 
Hun hp. In other words, mecha- 
ulziillon, large-scale land Im- 
provement. lhe development of 
a^ochoinlsiry, iho streamlining 
of lhe tnrrashuciuie, specializa- 
tion mill the improvement ol 
1 ethnology have now resulted 
in an advanced farming Indus- 
try. 

But a number ol bottlenecks 
continue lo exist. Tlrsl of all It 
I* necessary to solve Iho prob- 
lems ul storing mid processing 
farm produce and its transimr- 
tatlon. Much Is being dune In 
Uils direction. 

A total ot 233,000 million 
roubles, i.e., about a third of 
alt capital investments in (be 
USSR national economy, have 
been Invested In Ihe current live- 
year plan period (IBUMB8S| 
lor Ihe development of lhe 
country's agro-industrial com- 
plex, including tho industries 
supplying eg rl culture with the 
means ol production. Agricul- 
ture alone will receive 160,000 
million roubles In the current 
live-yoar plan period. 

A considerable part of this 
mouey will be used to build up 
agricultural production assets 
(which grew four times over 
the past two decades) aud ener- 
gy (a tbree limes growth). 
However, economists believe 
(bet by 1090 It will he necessa- 
ry lo further Increase these as- 
sets by 50 per cent, and energy 
by 70 per cent. 

The emphasla of ihe slate's 
Investment policy is changing 
In favour of. |he social needs of 
the countryside. In 1976-1980 
expenditure on the construction 
of non-productive projects (ru- 
ral schools, kindergartens; nur- 
series, hospitals, houses of cul- 
ture. shops and public service 
establishments and so on) grew 
bom 19,200 million roubles to 
20.709 million.

Hungary and other socialist 
countries are assuring the 
USSR with the construction of 
the Khmelnitskaya nuclear po- 
wer plant whose electricity will 
be used, apart from Soviet con- 
sumers. by lhe participating no- 
tions, too. 

Our cooperation plans for 
this year are bigger than ever, 
Molnar emphasized. I want to 
■tress this point In view of the 
general stagnation of world 
trade al the present time. 


JOINT VENTURES 
TO DIVERSIFY 

1983 was a remarkable year 
In the history of our relations 
with the Soviet Union, Alex-
